Germans Keeping 
Good Deliveries 


BERLIN, Sept. 3. (#)—Since Sep- 
tember 1, 1924, when the Dawes Plan 
went into effect, Germany has exe- 
cuted 11,250 delivery contracts. She 
has sent to her former enemies 
to the value of 892,000,000 marks. 

The principal deliveries went to 
France, 4878 contracts having been 
executed to the value of 496,000,000 
marks. France received around’ 103,- 
000,000 marks’ worth of synthetic ni- 
trates and artificial fertilizer, besides 
millions of marks’ worth of timber, 
paper, cattle, machinery and sugar. 

Belgium came next with 106,000,000 
marks’ worth of goods, chiefly chemi- 
cals. Italy received mainly machin- 
ery, Rumania and Jugo-Slavia mostly 
metals, Greece. cattle arid Portugal, 
electrical apparatus. 

Besides the Dawes deliveries, there 
were special dyestuffs deliv agree- 
ments with France, Belgium and 
Italy, to a total value of 29,000,000 
marks.

TRIAL SOUGHT 
The new game has not been worked 
out in detail and its originator has 
set for it no code. He has put it out 


tentatively with the request that card 
players try it and see how it works 
out in practice. He had not even 
named it, though the name “bonus 
bridge” appears to be fairly obvious 
and appropriate. 

The essence of the new game is 
that after the auction has been closed 
by the customary three passes, the 
player who made the last bid has the 
privilege of advancing his bid, with- 
out changing the suit or no trump 
that has been named, as many tricks 
as he sees fit. and his partner mey 
make a further advance in his turn, 
the adversaries having no privilege 
except to pass or double. The #ec- 
ondary auction ends again with three 
passes.

Doubling and redoubling would 
double and quadruple these values. 
The penalty for failing to make the 
tricks named in the secondary bidding 
would be, for each undertrick, the 
same as the bonus for the high- 
est trick bid for. But the scoring 
of the primary bidding would not be 
affected. A pair who, for example, 
obtained the primary contract at 
, and made four, would 
still score game, but the adversaries 

uld score 200 in the honor column; 
if they made but three, they would be 
given their trick and honor score but 
the adversaries would score 400. 

The trick and rubber soores could 
be as at auction bridge, but Mr. 
Work suggests that it would be well 
to adopt the higher contract counts of 
20 each for clubs and diamonds, 30 
for hearts and spades, and 35 or 40 
for no trump, with 100 as game. If 
the contract count is adopted, the 
slam bonuses should be advanced to 
100 for little and 200 for big slam. 
The contract bonuses of 200 for ma‘- 
ing the first game and 500 for rub- 
ber should be used, Mr. Work thinks, 
in the new game, but would be placed 
at 100 for first game and 300 for 
rubber if the auction count is re- 
tained. 


STOP OVERBIDDING 

To penalize “flag-flying,” or overbid- 
ding merely to keep the opponents

In contract, on the other hand, Mr. 
Work points out that there is a ten‘4- 
ency on the part of those who have 
safe but nongame hands to hold 
back for the sake of obtaining penal- 
ties from too-enthusiastic 
so that there is actually cémpetition 
between opposing sides in only 25 ver 
cent of hands played at contract. In 
auction the percentage of competitive 
hands is nearly 75; in the new game 
it would approach 100, while the 
number of bands in which the dec- 
laration was obtained for a bid of one 
or two would be reduced to a mini- 
mum.

A.: Under ordinary circumstances, 
the delivery of the note properly in- 
dorsed, proper owner's offset state- 
ment and joint notice by buyer and 
seller to the trustee is sufficient.

A.: Im the absence of a mutual 
t for termination and set- 
tlement, you must file a suit for par- 
tition in the course of which, if 
physical division according to respec- 
tive interests can not be made, the 
court will order the property sold and 
the proceeds divided.

HE WAR as fought above the 
clouds is portrayed on a spectac- 
ular scale in Paramount's produc- 
tion of “Wings.” This is the first 
large effort made to visualize the 
battles of the European conflict of 


1914-18, and is done with a scope of — 


singular magnitude. Whether 
“Wings” is the ideal impression of 
air warfare or not, it marks the 
best advance yet made in this type 
of photography. It is a picture of 
timely interest, and because of the 
recent achievements in fiying it 
will undoubtedly have an exception- 
ally large audience. 


“Wings” was a year and a half in 


the making, and represents the 
overcoming of the arduous techni- 
eal difficulties. A very large part 
gf the film was photographed on a 
distant Texas location, where a bat- 
tlefield was laid out in complete de- 
tail, serving for the ground action, 
the while the flying craft hummed 
overhead in their strange, solitary 
maneuvers. 

There is battle after battle far 
above the earth to be seen on the 
screen. There are close-ups and 
long shots of the planes in action. 
Burning ships, seemingly riddled 


by bullets, fall dizzily to the earth.

cludes the news reels and certain. 


lesser stunt pictures. 

“Wings” is the story of two 
young aviators who enter the Amer- 
ican service. The pilot itself is not 
very deep or unusual, and in spots 
quite hokumish. 

A sympathetic interest is main- 
tained in the characters, and the 
final tragic finish where one aviator 
attacks and brings down the Ger- 
man plane in which his friend is 
escaping from behind the enemy 
lines gives a distinct touch of the 
unusual. One catches here some 
of the hopeless futility of war in its 

In its bigger moments, “Wings” 
centers on the clashes between the 
German “flying circus,” as it is 
called, and the American fleet. 
There is a hard-fought battle be- 
tween these ships, with the mists 
beneath them, and a far-away 


glimpse of the earth showing 
through occasionally. One can see 
the shattered planes spinning down 


earthward at various stages in this | 


battle. 


A novel moment is the battle be- 
tween a giant Gotha plane and two 
accompanying Fokkers, which are 
engaged by the two young Amer. 
icans following an attack upon a 
French village. The Fokker planes 
are driven off and the big ltumber- 
ing Gotha finally brought down. 


The picture presents a new point 
of view in much of its photography. 
The battles fought on the ground 
were in a degree effective by com- 
parison with other battles staged in 
pictures, because filmed from a 
height. It is perhaps indicative 
that more photography will be done 
in this fashion in future in motion 
pictures, when the desire is to ob 
tain a true spectacular bigness. 
One gathers in “Wings” some very 
interesting impressions of the ex- 
tent of a battlefield in modern war- 
fare, and the ramifications of 
trenches, etc. 

A quotation from Lindbergh to 
the effect that no achievement in, 
the air could be compared with the 
greatness of the achievements in 


war time serves as an introductory 


title to the picture, and definitely 
ties it up with the present. In this 
connection, “Wings” may be said 
to forecast something of the wars 
of the future. Yet in its plot un- 
foldment it conveys a message for 
peace because of the tragic death 
of the young aviator killed unknow- 
ingly by his friend. 

The cast gives unusual] promi- 
nence to two newcomers, Richard 
Arlen and Buddy Rogers, as the 
youthful aviators, and they play 
their parts very acceptably. Clara 
Bow is the most vivid personality 
as the girl ambulance driver, and 
will doubtless prove very popular 
in this particular role. Jobyna Ral- 
ston appears very briefly at the be- 
ginning and the end as the object 
of both young aviators’ affections, 
while Henry B. Walthall, Julia 
Swayne Gordon, Brendel, fur- 
nishing some comedy relief, and 
Richard Tucker are others. Arlette 
Marchal does an effective bit to 
ward the end of the picture. 

There are undoubted values of 
humanness in the closing episodes 
of the story which are, perhaps, to 


be credited to both John Monk - 


Saunders, and the adaptation by 
Hope Loring and Louis D. Lighton, 
while William Wellman undoubt- 
edly had a heavy task as a director. 
and accomplished some more than 
“remarkable” results. 

Of faults that obtrude in the pic- 
ture, certain confusing effects that 
exist in some of the air battles are 
the most prominent. Occasionally, 
too, as in the Paris sequence, the 
probabilities are somewhat strained. 
In this episode Clara rescues the 
aviator (Rogers) from a wild party 
in order that he will get back to his 


camp in time for a planned attack. 


Despite these faults, “Wings” is a 
picture that holds a very consistent 


spell because it is so decidedly a 


novelty. Harry Perry, as the prin- 
cipal cameraman, was responsible 
for some unusual effects. 

The impressiveness of “Wings” 
is to be enhanced during public 
showings with mechanical effects 
duplicating the noise of the air- 
planes. These mechanical effects 
are to distinguish between the 
sounds of both the German and the 
American planes, and this will 
probably add to the imposingness 
of the picture.

Diphtheria Antitoxin Figures 

I realize, of course, that you, as the lay- 
man, are ever betwixt and anon when it 
comes to figures. Each side presents its 
batteries and formidable arrays of statistics. 
Unfortunately, “figures don’t lie but liars 
do figure.” 

Anyhow, -whether you accept the figures 
I am presenting or not, you should know 
more about the tremendous propaganda 
which is being spread, favoring the gen- 
eral inoculation of children with diphtheria 
antitoxin. 

Whether you approve of this so-called 
“preventive” or not, at least learn both 
sides of the question. Then after you have 
digested the figures I am presenting below, 


which appeared in a bulletin issued by the 


American Medical Liberty League, get the 
figures of the other side and act accord- 
ingly. 

“In regard to diphtheria, medical propa- 
ganda has told us that for this disease there 
is a positive cure. Despite the cure the 
death rate has continued “disconcerting,” — 
(Report of the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company of March, 1927, U. S. Public Health 
Reports, April 15, 1927— more than 
11,000 deaths a year in the United States. 
—Haley Fiske, president Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Company, the Ladies’ Home 
Journal, November, 1926.) Therefore, a pre- 
ventive, toxin-antitoxin, has already been 
used on hundreds of thousands of children. 
(U. S. Public Health Reports, February 4, 
1927) but, strange to say, after its use for 
several years on the hundreds of thousands 
of children the case rate as well as the 
death rate from diphtheria is rising. In 
the week ending April 17, 1926, there were 
reported 641 cases of diphtheria in ninety- 
eight cities of the United States. In the 
corresponding week for the same cities in 
1927, there were reported 1037 cases, an in- 
crease of 396 In one week. (See U. S. Pub- 
lic Health Reports, May 6, 1927.) Similar 
results for many other weeks before and 
since December, 1926, are reported, averag- 
ing 300 or more a week increase. 

“In order to justify their inoculation of 
hundreds of thousands of children the medi- 
cal propagandists cite the small city of 
Auburn as having averaged nine deaths a 
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year between 1915 and 1022, before ‘in- 
tensive work’ (thorough ftmoculation) and 
‘since January, 1923—ten months after the 
first children were injected—there have 
been but four deaths from diphtheria—three 
in 1923 and one on March 9, 1924.’ (See 
U. S. Public Health Reports, February 4,

“Admittedly all the children of Auburn 


were not inoculated. Is it not pertinent 


then to ask why there were no cases of diph- 
theria in over two years among the uninocw- 
lated children of Auburn? ° 

“In seeming refutation of the statistics 
quoted in reference to the litle city of Au- 
burn, attention should be called to the fact 
that in 1920, when toxin-antitoxin was little 
used, there were fifty-five cities in the United 
States had no fatalities from diph- 
theria, and in 1921, before the general use of 
toxin-antitoxzin, in the entire State of Nevada 
were only two fatalities from diph- 


“Those familiar with the use of antitoxin . 


know that an injection of it is frequently 
followed by what is called serum sickness, 
the symptoms which are fever, different 
kinds of rash, smothering sensations, head- 
ache, nausea and vomiting (The Journal of 
the American Medical Association, April 2, 


1927.) and also that often the one inoculated 


becomes sensitized, that is to say that if 
months or years later that person receives 
another inoculation of horse serum for any 
purpose, serious results, even death, may 
follow. This applies equally to toxin-anti- 
toxin, in medical propaganda the dangers of 
toxin-antitoxin are greatly minimized, and it 
is even declared ‘safe’ or ‘perfectly harm- 
less,’ but readers of medical literature know 
to the contrary. In The Journal of the 
American Medical Association, April 2, 1927, 
page 1068, W. E. Gatewood, M.D., and C. W. 
Baldridge, M.D, say this: “A multiplicity 


of untoward sequelae have been observed in . 


patients treated with immune serum.’ 

“In The Journal of the American Medical 
Association for January 9, 1926, Chester A. 
Stewart, M.D., Ph.D., issues . . A 
warning to use care in the administration of 
serums, derived from horses, to children 


who have been previously sensitized by in- 


jections of diphtheria toxin-antitoxin.’ 
“Again Dr. Stewart says in the same ar- 
ticle: ‘Attention is called to danger of the 
occurence of anaphylactic reactions follow- 
ing the administration of various antitoxins 


containing horse serum to children who ** 
have been sensitized to this serum through »% 


diphtheria immunization.” 

“In The Journal of the American Medical 
Association for April 3, 1926, Drs. W. P. Lar- 
son and Howard Eder say that: ‘Until the 
time arrives when antitoxins can be purified 
to the point at which their use will not sen- 
sitize the patient to animal serums, their 
use should be reserved for emergencies.’ 

“In a later article in The Journal of the 
American Medical Asociation, April 16, 1927, 
Dr. Chester A. Stewart refers to: ‘The 
clinical case reported of the occurrence of 
a prompt severe reaction in a child previous- 
ly immunized against diphtheria, following 
a subsequent injection of antitoxin: fourteen 
months later .” and refers to it as 
‘an example of human anaphylaxis.’ 

“What is human anaphylaxis? 

“In The Journal of the American Medical 
Association, January 9, 1926, Dr-Stewart de- 
scribes the symptoms of seven of his own 
recent cases: * . . . all of which oc- 
curred in children who previously had been 
immunized against diphtheria. - 


“*The first instance occurred following the . 


administration of a prophylactic injection of 
anti-tetanic serum to a child who had re 
ceived immunizing doses of diphtheria toxin- 
antitoxin one year previously. Promptly fol- 
lowing the injection of this serum, the 
breathing becamié rapid, and a diffuse ery- 
therma of the skin developed, of severe in- 
tensity. Ten minims (o. 6 ¢.c.) of epinephrin 
was administered, which gave prompt relief. 


One week later, a generalized urticaria ac- — 


companied by intense itching and enormous 
wheale developed. Marked angioneurotic

edema appeared, involving the tongue, face, 


hands and feet. Four subsequent similar at- 


tacks of equal severity occurred at intervals 
of from three to four days. 
“Five additional cases of anaphylactic re- 
actions were seen following the administra- 
tion of prophylactic doses of scariatinal ant!- 
streptecoccic serum to children exposed to 
scariet fever. All the children had been im- 
munised against diphtheria from eight to 
eleven months previously. Im each instance 
the cutaneous manifestations, such as urtt- 
earia and angioneurotic edema, were of such 
severity as to be alarming.

California. 

From the position of disposing of their 
grapes through some 600 unrelated ship- 
ping agencies in 1926, the grape growers of 
the State, through their membership in the 
vineyardists’ association, are now “all set” 
to reap the benefits of their new organiza’ 
tion’s activity. This activity has brought 
— leading shippers of the State together

tion to give the grape grower more satisfac- 
tory service than he has ever before had.

Confronted by the problem of bringing 
the growers and shippers together in sep- 
arate groups and co-ordinating their activ- 
ties to a common end, Donald D. Conn, who 
last spring resigned a high position with 
the American Railway Association to be- 
come managing director of the vineyardists’ 


association, applied himself to the task of 


organizing the shippers’ clearinghouse. 
SEEMS TO BE WORKING 

That this effort has been successful is at-— 
tested by the fact that on August 15 there 
were 251 shippers in the clearinghouse, rep- 
resenting, on the basis of 1926 car-lot ship- | 
ments, between 75 and 80 per cent of the 
State’s grape shipments. 


Asan indicator of the extent to which the | 


members of the clearinghouse have func- 
tioned since the beginning of the 1927 grape 
shipping season, records of the association 
show that clearinghouse members report- 


ed to August 15 that they had sold 2451 


cars of fresh grapes, exclusive of the auc- 
tion markets, through which the bulk of the 
crop is sold annually. Of the sales report- 
ed, 568 cars were of table grapes, the re- 


juice grape 
buyers, the shippers reported. 

Prices at which the sales were made 
were uniformly good, returning a fair profit 
to the grower and at the same time giving 
the shipper his usual fee for handling the 
product. 

Membership in the growers’ association is

were availiable, when the association roster 
showed in excess of 7500 names of paid-up 
members.

-Look to Nevada for Seed 


By F. 


N THE belief that several of the fertile 
mountain valleys of Nevada are _ well 
adapted to the production of seed pota- 

toes, the Nevada College of Agriculture ard 
the Union Pacific Railroad have recently 
sponsored a tour of the districts for the 
bepefit of a party of interested California 
men, with the view of showing the Gold- 
en State that in the future her growers can 
secure their seed from proven fields within 
a short distance from growing centers. 

The California party, of which I was a 
member, and which included E. D. Me- 
Sweengy of El Monte, J. H. Burtner of the 
Union Pacific agricultural department and 
Prof. J. T. Rosa of the truck crop division of 
the branch college of agriculture et Davis, 
left Los Angeles on 
next two days visiting the more important 
farming centers of Lincoln county, Nevada. 
Members of the party were very much im- 
pressed with the wonderful scenic attrac- 
tions offered by the neighbor State, especial- 
ly by the beautiful valleys and green mead- 
dows which have been put under cultiva- 
tion by progressive farmers. 

Since a study of possible seed potato 
sources was the object of the tour, most of 
the time was spent visiting ranches devot- 
ed to this particular line. Farms in the Pah- 
ranagat Valley and im the Wilson Creek, 
Ursine and Panaca districts were visited. 
Plots of two or three varieties of potatoes 
had been planted at each of these places by 
T. H. Wittwer, extension agent for the Ne- 
vada College of Agriculture. These plots 
were for the purpose of testing: the adapta- 
bility of the various varieties and their be- 
havior under different soil and climatic con-

Queens making excellent growth and show- 
ing every indication of producing a large

Then there fs a loading, grading and 
packing division, recently formed under the 
direction of S. S. Rogers, standardization 
specialist of the California Department of 
Agriculture, who was loaned to the vine- 
yardists’ association by Director George H. 
Hecke to assist in the task of set- 
ting the grape industry on its feet. 


While primarily this division is working 
to improve the quality of packs sent inte: 
the Eastern markets, it will also serve aa- 
a research unit, through which data essen- 
tial to the industry will bé provided. 


As soon as funds are available, a promo- 
tional division is to be set up through which 
California fresh grapes will for the first 
time be advertised to the potential consum- 
ers of the nation. To date there has been 
no constructive promotional work done to 
advertise California grapes, and as a result, 
it is believed many possible outlets have 
not been touched. 


A fifth division will be organized at an 
early date to maintain co-operative relation- 
ships with the dried fruit industry, atid par- 
ticularly the raisin industry, with which the 
fresh grape business is closely allied. Mr. 
Conn hopes to-so adjust the industry that 
past practices of “dumping” raisin grapes 
and when prices of fresh 

are good, and vice versa, will be 
Sicetesinned. Raisin varieties under this 
pian, will go on the drying trays, and juice 
and table varieties will go into the lugs and 
crates and into their logical channels of con- 
sumption. 

Through this means a troublesome situa- 
tion will be eliminated, and both the raisin 
and fresh industries will be able to get a 
better general understanding of their prob 
lems of tonnage. 

The chaotic position of the grape indus- 
try is the direct result of prohfbition, 
which brought about such a tremendous ap- 
preciation in the farm value of grapes that 
thousands of acres of new land were planted 
to vineyards. With the coming into bearing 


. Of these new vines, after three or four 


years of abnormally high prices for both ral- 
sins and fresh grapes, prices took a sharp 
drop, those on raisins declining from a farm 
value of approximately $200 per ton to 
about $60. The result was that the growers, 


. instead of putting them on the drying trays, 
turned the grapes into fresh fruit channels, 


where, experience has shown, they shave 
fared little, if any, better than they did as 
raisins. 

Although last year’s California shipments 
were approximately 12,000 cars lighter than 
the 1925 record of 76,086 cars, despite an 
increased production, prices for fresh. grapes 


showed a substantial decline in net return. 


to the grower, shipper and eastern receiver. 


PROSPECT FOR YEAR : 
While estimates of the United States De- 


partment of Agriculture forecast a 1927 


crop somewhat in excess of that of 1926, 
autherities in the grape business, growers 
and shippers who for years have made 
grapes their chief interest, hesitate to con- 
cur in the estimates, the more conservative 
predicting a ‘crop equal to or smaller than 
that of last year. 

Even with a crop_no greater than that of 
1926, there is a prospect that the proportion 
going into raisisn production will not be 
greater than it was last year, owing to the 
fact that théete has been some carryover, al- 
though not a large one, and that opening 
prices quoted by various packers are on a 
basis which will leave but @ very narrow 
margin for the grower. 

Prices paid in the Eastern auction mar- 
kets and on direct sales since shipments 
have been sufficiently large to establish a 
market, have been satisfactory, and have 
been considerably higher than during the 
same period last year. This cannot be tak- 
en as an ifidication of better prices all along

They find the seed 
of eweet oranges preferable to the Florida 
wild orange seed, for the kind of land which 
is theirs, and this last season bought twen- 
ty boxes of seed ora , squeezed out five 
gallons of seeds a planted them. Last 
years plantings of orange seed were made 
under a young grape arbor which gave just 
shade enough.

When strong 
enough at about two months, the little seed- 
lings are planted out in_the field, and when 
the size of a lead pencil, they are budded.

Here’s “Sure C ure” For 
Turkey Ailments 


By JOSIE JOHNSON 

There is money in raising turkeys, provid- 
ing One goes at it in a right way. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the turkey is a hard bird to 
raise, and requires very tender care until 
three weeks old. ‘After that, however, it 
is capable of taking care of itself. By na- 
ture turkeys are wild, and if cooped up too 
much, get sick and die. In order to have 
good luck in raising turkeys, it is advisable 
to let them run wild. The best thing to do 
is to turn them loose into a field of oats and 
alfalfa, as oats, mixed with alfalfa, is the 
best food for them. 

If there are no trees on the place, sheds 
should be built to shelter them from rain 
and the hot sun. The more land available, 
the better for the breeder, for the birds 
must have plenty of fresh air and exercise. 


If the turkey ranch is located near a stream |. 


of water, it is better, and entails less work. 
Otherwise, it is best to have long troughs, 
and these should be filled with fresh water 
every day. It could be piped from a wind- 
mill, or from a pump with a lawn hose. 

I would advise fencing the land in with 
wire netting, or your family of tarkeys may 
get the wanderlust, and take a notion to 
visit some of your neighbors, not only to 
spend the week-end, but to build their nests 
under some wide spreading bush, or find a 
cozy hiding-place to lay their eggs. I write 
from experience. Don’t let them contribute 
toward your neighbor’s support. : 

Now I am going to tell about a remedy 
that is worth a fat turkey’s weight in gold. 
In my old home on a Nebraska farm, my 
mother never had any trouble with her tur- 
keys. Mother let them run wild. Some- 
times the female bird would stay away from 
the farm yard for weeks at a time, and then 
come strutting in with a lot of little baby 
turks bringing up the rear. There were 
many places on the farm where the birds 
could quench their thirst without. entering 
the home yard, so they could roam at will 
until winter time. 

In the winter mother would always coop 
them up, and in the spring, when the baby 
turks would arrive, she would watch them 
very closely until they got to be three weeks 
old, and if there was the least sign of a pale 
comb. or drooping heads, she would give 
them this good old remedy; 


Take green onion tops,.chop them very 


fine, then sprinkle the chopped onions light 
ly with cayenne pepper, and feed it to the 
baby turks every day. It never failed. In a 
short time they would be as lively as 
crickets. The onions are good for colds, 
and the cayenne pepper warms them up. 
It cures bowel trouble, and if taken in time 
it will prevent and cure roup. , 

Early in the spring we always planted 
shallots in our garden. This is a small 
onion, and just the kind for medicinal 
purposes, The green tops were very small, 
and when chopped fine were easily swal- 
lowed by the tiny baby turks.

WORK WITH COTTON . 


Cotton irrigation experiments on the 
farm are interesting. H. S. Becett and H. 
Cc. , of the University of California 
irrigation division are co-operating with the 
experiment farm in these. It has been through 
the efforts of Mr. Camp that Kern county 
and the San Joaquin Valley have produced 
such a pure strain of cotton. It has been 

the experiments conducted on the 
government farm that we ltiave been enabled 
to learn all we have learned in this part of 
the county about pure seed cotton. 

The first pure seed was obtained by the 
constant rogueing of the cotton. Experienced 
men go down the rows of cotton and every 
weakling is pulled out by the roots. There 
is na chance for defective inheritance. This 
work is done each year in the pure seed 
fields and is of inestimable value to the cot- 
ton farmers, in that they are assured of 
good seed. There is a splendid spirit of co- 
operation between the farm advisers and 
the station in this and other work. 

The “tank farm” at the station is most in- 
teresting. This is where studies are made 
to find out the water requirements of cot- 
ton plants. A picture illustrating this arttl- 
cle shows the cotton In cans for these irri- 
gation experiments. At the end of the row 
therefore the husky scales. 


OTHER EXPERIMENTS 


Tomato experiments have been very grat- : 


ifying this seasoh. Two and @ half acres 
were planted to tomatoes. There were some 
fifteen to twenty plots divided for different 
tests. Cheese cloth and bushes were used 
for shade. The experiments were conduct- 
ed by M. Shapovalov, Federal tomato disease 
specialist. Fertilizer tests and sprays of 


-different kinds were used on the plants. 


J. W. Leslie, also a government tomato 
specialist, has been carrying 
breeding experiments at the station.

I?s a Good Year to 
Learn Beekeeping 


By OLIVER SAYLOR 


This has been a fine year for the begin- 
ner in beekeeping. Not that he got much 
honey—for he didn’t—but he learned 80 
many things. And if one sets out to know 
the bee and its habits, the more experience 
neon can crowd into the first year, the bet-

e beginning of the year, prospects 


bees did too, for they swarmed uncommon- 


in blooming, and when they did bloom, 
produced nectar in quantity, according to 
their custom. In honey, the average yield

seventy pounds. 

Now, when we got off the orange hoaey, 
we expected to see the bees commence on 
the sage, which comes next on their menu. 
But expectations were in vain. The sage 
did not yield nectar. It was only in fav- 
places that the bees were able to 
make a living and a bit over. During the 
month of June my scale hive gained just 
eleven pounds.. It ought to have gained 
150 pounds. With the coming of July 
there seemed to be a little ‘improvement. 
The first eight days of the month, when 
the bees were working on the buckwheat 
and alfalfa, my scale hive gained eighteen 
pounds. 

All this has its lesson for the beekeep- 
er. In the first place, it means that thou- 
sands of colonies will have to be fed. Of 
all the swarms that ventured forth grave- 
ly in the spring, expecting a great honey 
flow, there are few but are short of the 
very necessities of life. Many of these 
swarms were caught by beginners, who 
will find they have helpless swarms to 
sare for. Not only has the novice the 
problem of supplying his swarm with food, 
he has to watch them for foul brood. Also, 
in a season when there is little nectar com- 
ing in from the field, the bees are prone te 
rob, and when robbing occurs, the spread- 
ing of disease is always likely. Then, too, 
the bees are apt to be rery cross—a real 
annoyance to the beekeeper, and there’s 

rs! 

The honey bee is very “human;” so long 
as everything goes well, it is fine to live 
with, but In a bad season, with starvation 
staring it in the face, the bee becomes 
just as cantankerous as many of us who 
should know better. With the bees in this 
frame of mind, one handles them warily. 

Since the flow of nectar is small, the 
bees tend to store all ‘they can get in the 
breed chamber. If you get them to draw

Homesteading’s Not All 
Smooth Sailing 


By RUE H. BAXTER 


miles east of Daggett 
near the Old Trails Highway; and not far 
from the Santa Fe Railway, is,a well devel- 
oped ranch in a very oasis in the midst of 
surrounding desert, a credit to the men who 
created it. This is the Shafer ranch, and it 
is entirely the work of the two men who 
are partners in it, George. Shafer and E. C 
Burkhardt. 

It is thirteen years since Mr. Shafer and 
Mr. Burkhardt staked their claim to the 
160 acres which make up the ranch—acres 
which then were anything but promising. 
There was a’climate—a most healthful cli- 
mate—for the valley is 2000 feet above sea- 
level. But one cannot eat climate, nor 
drink it, nor clothe oneself with it. Home- 
steading is a very different business from 
going a-farming with the water supply al- 
ready conveniently arranged and with go- 
ing farms al) around. In homesteading one 
plays. a lone hand and it takes courage, 
faith and immense perserverance, immeas- 
urably hard work, and ability to stand dis- 
couragement. It is only folk of pioneer 
hardihood that undertake it-—-and usually 
one finds homesteading done by men or 
women of fine native American stock, whose 
forebears had the courage, years back, for 
a similar undertaking, in the south or east 
or Middle West. 

According to a cynic philosopher, “A man 
files a claim on a tract of unoccupied waste 
land, and Uncle Sam bets him the tract 
against three years of life, and that of his 


» family (with a little money and much hard 


» work thrown in) that he will fail in his un- 
dertaking. Then Uncle Sam forgets the bet 
> and after he wins it, forgete the man. If the 
man wins, the only time he hears from his 
revered Uncle is when the assessor calls 
and tells him how much he is to pay for the 
privilege of creating a garden of loveliness 
where once prevailed the wilderness.” 


The first move, of course, for the home- 
steaders was to get water. The partners 
dug for it, and found a lot of it at shallow 
depths. Then they installed a pump, bay- 
ing this at second-hand at a third jess cost. 


._ After water, with these men who had vis- 
fon, came trees. They planted a long row 
of cottonwood cuttings, not too near the 
house, and ip harmony with lines of valley 
and mountain. At right angles to this first 
planting they set rows of tamarisk which 
grows well inthe desert. They practically 
inclosed in a greén boundary the acres they 
intended first to cultivate. Other plantings 
have followed. Though it is ofly thirteen 
years since the cottonwood cuttings ,were 
put in, the trees sow tower fifty’ feet’ high 
and the beneficent result has been that the

Next came the growing of alfalfa, the 
surest to grow, and most generally useful 
crop. For with alfalfa, it became possible 
to keep a cow and a pair of horses; chick- 
ens and turkeys presently followed. The 
land is fertile: five crops of alfalfa have 
been cut in a season, and yield from the 
eleven acres seeded to alfalfa is seventy 
tons, or thereabouts. The cow has sup 
plied milk for five families, demonstrating 
to the satisfaction of the ranchers, that 
theirs is excellent dairy country, while the 
nearness to the Santa Fe Railroad and to 
the Old Trails Highway, would make trans- 
portation easy. Probably the partners, rest- 
ing in their shaded ranch home after baling 
alfalfa (with the temperature at 105,) see 
in their minds’ eye great herds of dairy cat- 
tle, in their valley, and orchards of apple 
and peach and apricot, with rich crops of 
melons which their soil would make pos- 
sible. 


The Shafer ranch is a bachelor establish- 
ment. All the work indoors and out is done 
by the two men. And like many who find 
what others would consider a rather lonely 
life possible, they have resources in them- 
selves. The beauty of Shadow Mountain 
has its strong appeal for them, and Mr. 
Burkhardt sometimes collects geological 
specimens for the University of Utah. There 
are Indian caves in the Newberry moun- 
tains that may sometime lure archeolo- 
gists thither 

It’s not an easy life, that of the home- 
steader, but he casts no covetous eye on 
the wealth of bootlegger and grafter. He 
looks at his mountains instead. “He is pit- 
ting his one-man strength against the age- 
old problem of wresting a living from the 
soil. He sets his jaw and goes out to cut 
his alfalfa and haul it and stack it and later 
to bale it. Then he hopes to sell it for a 
price that covers the cost of production. If 
he cusses a little—well, why not? Later, 
others will come, will see that the valley is 
fertile, and these later ones, capitalist or 
well-to-do rancher, will realize his vision 


and reap a profit. But it is the courageous - 


and enduring homesteader who blazes the

“Two Stories” High 


SANTA ANA.—L. H. Hill, 910 West 
Chestnut street, Santa Ana, is an enthusias- 
tic lima bean farmer, whose 72 years have 
not dimmed his zeal for growing things. He 
believes in intensive ceiture and is demon- 
strating his abilities on a lot only 50x85 
feet in size. Until a few years ago, “Dad- 
Hill managed several ranches in Or-

ange county, and before that farmed 1000 
acres in Texas. 

Now he has turned bean “farmer,” on a 
small scale from the land standpoint, but 
on a large scale from point of production. 
By means of trellises he is materially in- 
creasing the bearing area of the bean vine. 
He is growing a “two story” vine, thus 
avoiding unnecessary crowding. The trel- 
lises are five feet high, made of 1x4 frames 
placed every twenty feet in the double row 
and joined across with binding twine. The 
vertical supports for the vines consist of 
strong corn twine from the ground to the 
horizontal cross binding twine. 

The seed is planted thickly in doublé 
row beds, and the young plants are thinned 
out to ten inches in the row. The rows are 
fifteen inches apart in the bed. The beds 
are now three feet apart, but Mr. Hill in- 


. tends to increase the distance to three and 


one-half feet to allow more room and light 
for the vines. 

The present crop, according to Mr. Hill, 
has every indication of bearing ten sacks of 
lima beans, or at the rate of 100 sacks to 
the acre. 


New Four-State Cotton 
Pool Shaping 


PHOENIX.—Representatives of growers’ 
organizations of Arizona, California, New 
Mexico and Texas in a recent conference 
here adopted a joint marketing plan for all 
irrigated cotton grown in the four States. 


The plan becomes effective just as quickly | 


as it has been dpproved by the boards of 
directors of the various State organizations. 
Directors of the Arizona Pima.Cotton Grow- 
ers’ Association met immediately following 
the conference and gave their* indorsement 
of the plan. 

The State organizations represented at the 
conference were the Texas Farm Buréau 
Cotton Association, the San Joaquin Cot- 
ton Growers’ Association of California, the 
Southwest Irrigated Cotton Association, 
the New Mexico Cotton Growers’ Associa- 
tion and the Arizona organization. 

T. H. Kendall, manager of the Arizona as- 
sociation, was chosen as sales manager of 
the proposed new four-State organization, 
subject to approval by the boards of direct- 
ors. Phoenix was named as headquarters 
for new body.

CALIPATRIA.—Picking and shipping of 
the 1927 grape deal in this and other’ sec- 
tions of the Imperial Valley was completed 
early in August, and early returns indicate 
a profitable deal for the growers. The crop 
on matured vines this season was light, but 
the younger vineyards produced heavy 
yields, according to reports. Thompson 
Seediess and Malagas are the principal va- 
rieties grown in the North End district of 
the valley. Grapes grown here begin to 
ripen early in June, producing some of the 
earliest fruit in the United States. 

One of the most productive vineyards in 
the North End is owned by A. Finley, lo- 
cated near Niland. This vineyard consists 
of nine acres of 6-year-old vines, and five 


acres of vines 2 years old. Frank Ramos, 
who had the Finley ranch leased this year, 
said matured vines yielded only about half 


the tonnage of last year, but that the 2-year- . 


old vines bore heavily. The quality was ex- 
ceptionally good and created a demand 
which took the entire crop at an average of 
9 cents per pound on the Los Angeles mar- 
ket. 


Uses “Force” Methods 
on Orange Trees 


VISALIA.—One of the principal reasons 
that fewer orange groves are planted than 
any other major fruit, according to promi- 
nent local growers, is the fact that so longa 
period of time must elapse before the trees 
come into bearing. R. W. Fenn, whose 
grove is located in the Lindsay district, 
doesn’t let this bother him, however. He 
is employing the “force method” of orange 
production to good success, and his experi- 
ment is being watched with interest by or- 
chardists throughoutsthis district. 

This season Mr. Fenn has a perfect stand 
of trees planted in 1926. They are as large 
and vigorous as trees from three to four 
years old. 

When the trees were planted under Fenn’s 
method, five pounds of high-grade cotton 
seed meal were mixed with the soil around 
each tree, Twice during the season one- 
half poufid of nitrate of ammonia was ap- 
plied. The trees were irrigated consistent- 
ly_through the season, care being exercised 
to see that just the right amount of water 
was used. In addition, each tree was 
sprayed with a sulphur solution by means 
of a hand sprayer. This was done to com- 
bat the thrip. Each tree was also treated 
to 100 pounds of barnyard manure. 

The result showed no signs of force, and 
the trees are healthy, roots, foliage and all. 

Mr. Fenn is known locally for his origi- 
nal methods in orchard cultivation. He con- 
ducted an experiment recently on a five-acre 
tract of olives. In this case he let the 
limbs go unpruned and dispensed with cul- 
tivation in the summer by using a cover 
crop of Melilotus Alba. By this method he 
has been raising bigger crops at less ex- 
pense. He believes that there is always 
something to learn in agriculture. 


Too Much Water Is Bad 
for Grapes 


ROSCOE.—N. B. Kyker, who owns a small 
ranch on Strathearm avenue, has an unusu- 
ally fine grape arbor. “Grapes,” says Mr. 
Kyker, “need very little water. If given 
too much they run to vine and there is very 
little fruit.” Three years ago an. eastern 
Concord grape vine was planted at the back 
door and well watered until it reached the 
height of ten feet but this year it has had 
no attention at all, no water but that thrown 
on it from the kitchen decr. It is now hear- 
ing heavily. Mr. Kyker has discovered that 
by cutting back the new growth until only 
two joints are left, another shoot will ap-

by this method he keeps his vines bearing a 
few grapes until frost. This later fruiting 
doesn’t seem to intérfere with the main 
crop. 

‘Besides his success with grapes, Mr. Ky- 
ker has grown notable potatoes. Roscoe 
soil may seem light, but when well tilled, 
irrigated and the texture improved by add- 
ing any available fertilizer, it becomes high- 
ly fertile. Many of Mr. Kyker’s Irish 
“spuds” weighed a pound apiece, and from 
twelve rows of potatoes, he sold fifteen 
lugs this year, keeping five for his own use. 
In this grower’s opinion, there's nothing the 
matter with Roscoe soil, if one treats it 
properly. 


GROW ALFALFA SEED 


BRAWLEY.—Fourteen hundred acres of 
alfalfa are being grown this year by John- 
son Brothers on their holdings near Braw- 
ley, for the purposes of seed exclusively. 
The Johnsons are old-timers in this business 
having come from Yuma, Ariz. Three years 
ago they made experiments which convinced 
them of the feasibility of alfalfa seed rais- 
ing on a large scale here.
